Things EnaSed, That the faid Kingdoms of Great Britain 
and Ireland Ihould, upon the Firtt Day of January in 
the Year ot our Lord One thoufand Eight hundred and One, 
and for ever after, be united into One .Kingdom, by the 
Name of “ The United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
and tliat the faid United Kingdom fliould be reprefented in 
one and the fame Parliament, to be ftiled “ The Parliament 
of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland;" and 
-‘f that 
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that One Hundred Commoners 

iit and vote on the Part of Ireland, m &e Houfe of Com 
mons of the Parliament of the U„ited langdom ; and that 
all Queftions touching the Eleftion ot ^ 

Pmt of Ireland in the Houfe of Commons of the Un ted 
Khnrdom, Ibould be heard and decided nr the fame Man- 
ner as Oueftions touching fucliEloaions m Great Britain then 
•ere or at any Time thereafter fhould by Law be heard and 
Lcided ; fuiia neverthelefs to fiich particular Regulations 
in refpect of Ireland, as, from local Circumltances, the Pai- 
liameSirdf the United Kingdom might from Time to Time 
deem expedieiit : 

TSe it tfiecefots aEnaftca by the king’s Moft Excellent 
Matesty, by and with theAdvice and Confent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent 1 ar- 
hament affembled, and by the Authority of the lame, That 
from and after the .palling of this Ac% all and eveiy the 
■Rules Regulations, Authorities, and Powers heretofore given 
or nreferibed by any Ad or Ads of the Parliament of Great 
BrSain, and m Pome at the Time of the palling of the fa.d 
Ad for the Union of Great Britain and Ireland, with lefpcd 
to Petitions prefented to the Houfe of Commons, complaining 
of undue Eledions or Returns of Menibei-s to feive in Pai- 

liament, or complaining of the Omiffion or Infufficiency of 

any fuch Return, and with refpea to Petitions of Peifons de- 
fmng to oppofe any Right of ElecTion, or imy Right of 
choofmg, nominating, or appointing Retaruuig Officeis, which 
fliall have been deemed valid by the Determination of any 
Seled Committee of the Houfe of Commons, and with rc- 
fped to the Trial and Determination of all fuch Petitions by 
Ihch Seled Committees, Ihall be in Ml I orce and Efted with 
refped to all fuch Petitions as fliall or may behereaftei from 
TiiL to Time prefented to tlie Houfe of Commons of t he Pa - 
hameiit of the faid United Kingdom, complaining of undue 
eXus or Returns of Members to ferve in 
any County, Stewartry, City, Borough, Cimpie Xoit, lown 
or Place in aiivPart of the Ihid United Kingdom, oi of the 
Omiliion or Infufficiency of any Inch 
Perfbn or Perfons defmngto oppoie any fuch ° 

iion, or of choofing, nominating, ov apponiting Retiui ^ 
Officers, in as full and ample a Maimer

Regulations, Authorities, and Porvers were herein repeated, 
and particularly and fpecincally enafled concerning the fame 
Petitions, and the Trial and Determination thereof; except 
fo far as the fame are altered, as relates to that Part of the faid 
United Kingdom called Ireland, in and\ by this prefent 
AcT. 

Provided alwa3^s, and bo it further Enadled, That from and 
after the paffing of this A£t, in the Elefiion ofKnights, Citi- 
zens, and BurgelTcs, to be chofen to ferve in the Houfe of 
Commons of the Parliament of the faid United Itingdoro, for 5 
the feveral Counties, Stewartries, Cities, Boroughs, Cinque 
Ports, Towns, and Places in the faid United Kingdom, fuch 
and tlie fame Perfons fliall be and remain entitled to vote 
as Eleftoi's of the faid Knights, Citizens, and Burgelles, as by 
any Act or Adts of the Parliaments of Great Britain or Ire- 
,? - land, or by the Laws and Cuftoms of Great Britain or Ire- 
land refpeclively, in Force at the Time of the paffing of the 
laid Add for the Union of Great Jritaiii and Ii-eland, were 
"entitled to vote as Eledlors of the faid Knights, Citizens, and 
Burgeffes relpedlively. 

And whereas it was in and by the faid Add for the Union 6 
of Great Britain and Ireland, among other Things provided 
and Enadtcd, That the Qualifications in refpedt of Propertj’:, 
of the Members eledted on the Part of Ireland, to fit in the 
Houfe of Commons of the United Kingdom, fhould be re- 
fpedlively the fame as were then provided by Law in the 
Cafes of Eleddions for Counties and Cities and Boroughs re- 
fpediively in that Part of Great Britain called England, 
uiilefs any other Provifion fliould thereafter be made in that 
refpedl bj' Adt of Parliament of the United Kingdom : And' 
whereas, by an Adt paffed in the Ninth Year of the Reign of her 
late Majefty Queen Asne, intituled, “ An Add for lecuring 
“ the Freedom of Parliament, by the farther qualifying the 
“ Alembei's to fit in the Houle of Commons,” it was 
amongft other Things Enatted, That no Perfon fliould be 
capable to fit or vote as a Member of the Houfe of Com- 
mons for any County, City, Borough, or Cinque Port, within 7 
that Part of Great Britain called England, the Dominion of 
Wales, and Town of Benvick-upon-Tweed, who fhould not 

liave 
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:hara an Eftate, Tfeeholtl or Copyhold, for his own Life, or lor 
ibme greater Eftate, either in Law or Equity, to and for his 
■own Ufe and Benefit, of or in Lands, Ten'ements, and He- 
■reditainents, over and above ivhat would latisty and 
clear all Incumbrances that might affea the liime, lying or 
being within tliat Part of Great Britain called England, - the 
Doininion of Wales, and Town of Berwick-upon-Tweed, of 
the rel'peflive Annual Value therein limited : And whereas, 
by an Act paffed in the Thirty-third Year of the Reign of 
his late “Majetty King George the Second, intituled, “ An 
“ Att td'eni'orce and render more effectual the Laws relating 
“ to the Qualification of Members to fit in the Houfe of Com- 

8 “ uions,” it was' Enacted, That every Perfon (except as in the 
faid A(ft is excepted) who Ihould be elected a Member of the. 
lioufe of Commons, fliould at the Time and in the Manner 
in tiie faid laft recited Act directed, produce and deliver in 
to the ‘Clerk of the faid Houfe; at the Table of the faid Houfe, 
a Xkvper or Account iigned by I'ucli Member, containing the 
Names of the Parifiies, Tow'nfliips, Precincts, and Counties, 
in 'which the Lands, Tenements, or Hereditaments lay, 
whereby fuch Member fhould make but his Qualification,

City, Borough, Town, or Place, fliall be proceeded upon by 
the Houfe of Commons, imlefs tho fame fliail, in Addition to 
the Matters andThings required by any Adt or A<9;s now in 
force, alfo itate the Day on which the Poll clofed (if any fuch 
Poll took place) and alfo the Day on which the Sheriff or 
other Returning Officer made his Return, or being required 
fo to do rcfufed or negledted to make fuch Return ; nor imlefs 
the fame Petition ihall alfo ffate all and every the feveral 
Matters and Things of and concerning which the Petitioner 
or Petitioners prefenting the fame is or are defirous of com- n 
plaining, and to which he or they purpofe or intend to call and 
examine Witneffes ; and that no Witnefs orWitneffes fliall 
be called or examined by or on the Behalf of fuch Petitioner 
or Petitioners, either by pr before the Select Committee of 
the Houfe of Commons, to be chofen for the Trial and De- 
termination of the Merits of fuch Peti tions, or by or before the 
Commilfioners to be chofen and appointed in Ireland in 
Manner hereinafter mentioned, to any Matter or Thin o- not 
contained or fet forth in the faid Petitions. 

And, for the avoiding the Inconvenience and Expenfe which 
may in certain Cafes arife by reafon of Witneffes being 
brought from Ireland, to be perfonally examined beforcCont-' 
mittees of the Houfe of Commons ; Be it Enacted, That 
whenever a Select Committee of tue Houfe of Commons 
Ihall at any Time hereafter be appointed for the Trial and 
Determination of any Petition, complaining of an undue 
Eledion or Return of Members to lerve in Parliament for ic 
any County, City, Borough, Town, or Place, in that Part of 
the United Kingdom caiied Ireland, or complaining ot the
